on page 1, the serial number (09/623,621) of the referenced application should 
be inserted in line 3; 

and page 41, line 18, the phrase "existing control air" is not understood. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, lines 1-3, the terminology "for transfer of cargo containers ... in 
combination with a cargo container ..." is not understood in that it is unclear if the 
container(s) is/are a required component of the claim. It will be assumed, since 
reference is later made to "said container", that a container is positively included within 
the scope of the claim. If this is incorrect, applicant should so state and make 
appropriate amendments. 
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Also in claim 1, line 17, it is not clear if the "vertically engaged hooking means" is 
the same component as the "vertical engaging hooking means" set forth in line 4; 
line 7, "parallel under" is unclear; 
line 11, "latching ... up" is not understood; 

line 12, "the weight" and "said winch" have no clear antecedent basis; 
lines 13-14, "load lifted after being lifted" is unclear; 
line 20, "said winch" has no clear antecedent basis, 
line 21, the reference to "said hook means" is unclear and has no clear 
antecedent basis; 

and line 22, "as when the truck is pushing ..." is unclear. 

In claim 2, line 3, "it is not understood what is meant by "to conserve head room". 

5. Claims 1-2, as best understood, would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action.
